They 
start blooming about the middle of March and otten we find blooms 
still coming out as late as in June.

We suggest some 
shade in the hotter sections. They require the average garden treat- 
ment, but best results are obtained if kept well watered. 

When planting, give each plant plenty of space, as they make 
large clumps in two or three years’ time. The average height of the 
Louisianas is around 36" to 40”.

Claret wine self with broad flaring velvet falls and closed stand- 
ards.

Planting Directions for Bearded Iris 


Iris will grow well and bloom freely if planted in well drained 
soil, and have at least one-half day’s sun. Dig the soil to a depth 
of about 10 inches. Bone meal may be worked in if desired. When 
planting a rhizome, spread the small rcots out, firm the soil about 
them, and have the rhizome, or bulb-like portion of the plant, just 
below the soil level, about one-half inch. (If soil is sandy, 1 inch.) 
Plant from 12 to 24 inches apart. 

Water well after planting, keep moderately moist until well 
established and growing. Thereafter, every 10 days or two weeks 
is sufficient watering. Keep ground lightly mulched and plants 
clean, so that the sun may reach the ground around them at all 
times. 

If your ground is in need of fertilizing, be most careful not to 
allow any fertilizers to come in contact with plants, as this will 
cause rot. The proper time to fertilize is after the plants are well 
established (late in winter) . 

Divide and reset iris every three or four years (June to October) .

(DAYLILIES) 


An old-time favorite tuberous-rooted perennial. Until recent 
years only available in the yellow, gold, and orange shades, has been 
dressed up with a profusion of color and has taken its rightful place 
in the perennial garden. The new hybrids offer an array of reds, 
purples, pinks, and combinations of colors to delight the most ardent 
flower fancier. 

Some varieties go dormant in the winter, others are evergreen, 
and then some die back and immediately send up new growth, these 
are called semi-deciduous plants. 

They bloom from early spring until late fall. Many varieties are 
twice bloomers. 

Daylilies are most effective when planted in back of the Bearded 
tris because the height of their blooming season is after the tall 
Bearded Iris time. 


CULTURE. Adaptable to any climate or soil. Daylilies are sun- 
loving plants, and should be planted from 3 to 4 feet apart to allow 
plenty of space for increasing, and do not need to be transplanted 
for several years.
